We 
have taken tea with a fomilg thus elucated 
whose manner wouk) have graced a Philadet- 
phia drawing room. The tea service was neat 
and in goal taste, and the politeness of the fur 
entertainers was extremely fascinating, though 
they evidently had not many ideas they were 
wilhag to communicate, and probably very few 
in commen with our party. The miesonares 
continue to withess a growing partiality for our 
modes of life, and their late reports respecting 
the schools are encouraging. Chrishamty makes 
certam prog ess, and instead of the sav age war 
song amd dance, the pramnes of God resound an 
these ancient forests. These bemevolent mdivi- 
duals are patromyed and countenanced 1a some 
degree by our government. 

As much excellent land existe along the 
streams of the whole State, all the kinds of 
gra fruits and vegetables suited to the e 
mate are grown here. The sugarcane has been 
attempted near the southern froatier, the sweet 
orange os found to suceeed 1 places, and in the 
immiddle regnons, figs, grapes of all sorts, tobaceeo, 
Indhan corn, sweet potatoes, noe, melous, plum, 
rome to perfection.

Many 
enters realised imimense fortunes when cotton 
wre a high price, and some of them visit ue in 
the summer months to spend theit large reve- 
nues, but in general pape may are a home 
people, who fave there own habits, and perhaps 
eee less of those of other States than is common 
in America. They are plain, simple, honest and 
industrioms, and withal very hospitable. Many 
have 200 slaves and even a larger number us 
common, who are treated humanely. fow, 
save Mr. Flint, who have acquired fortunes 
without much previous education or refinement, 
and measuring their owo knowledge, acquire- 
mentsand unportance, by their intercourse with 
their slaves, are astonished to find, when they 
go abroad, that there are other requisites, in or- 
der to be sought after and rece a into the best 
circles, than the possession of money and slaves. 

Monticetio is a pleasant and flourshing town 
on the Pearl river. Port Grhson we have already 
alluded to. Greenville, Woodville, and Win- 
chester, are flourmshing villages. Shieklsborough 
is on the west side of Bayou St. Louw, and a 
resort from New Orleans during the ravages of 
yellow fever. 

Jacksoa near the head of Pearl river has been 
recently selected as the permanent scat of gov- 
ernment. Being central and healthy, it will pro- 
bably become an rortant pla Warrenton 
on the banks of the eisetesign’ isa considerable 
villave.
